The barleuder was 
William Caffey, employed by Daniel Mc- 
jauglilio, of the Fountain House, who- is 
harged with selling liquor to men ot known 
ntemperate haluta. The boys are Joseph 
iartinan, of Doylestown, and Wither Still- 
wagon, of the lowunhip, and the fourth d«- 
tmdanl is William Ash, of Doylestown, all 
alleged to have fumUhed liquor without a 
icenso and to minors. 
EicL defendant wai 


teld iu bonds of$5UO for his appearance at 
lourt. 
The'boys testified that they had ch- 


ained liquor in Philadelphia which I hey 
iad fmnistied to companions, aud s ime of 
ue latter declared that they had obtained 
iquor from Ash, who stated that he had 
uocured it in Philadelphia fur his own use, 
being unable to purchase it in Doyleslowu. 
t was slated by William Keuiopp, a man of 
ttiowu intemperate habits,'that 
he had 


rocuied liquor frequently at the Fountain 
louse, obtaining it l^oia both McLiuighliu, 
lie proprietor, and Caffey, hU barteuder 
All the other* liquor men iu town testified 
hut they never sold to Keuiopp, knowing 
liui to be a uiairof intemperate habits, 
'herelore, the bartender was held for trial 
u the charge specified. 
Among the other 


iquor dealers exuiuined by the court were 
George W. Ott, of the Monument House; 
V;lliaui Nein, Railroad House ; 
Samuel 


lager, Clear Spring Hotel, and William 
Suhouer, Frank JJilteibeijk, Joseph Fietz, 
restaurant keepers; Allen II. Heist, agent 
'or a liquor store; Francis Bios., bottlers 
aud wholesalers, aud John C. Copple, siow- 
ard of a social club. 
In every iustance the 


iquor dealers declared that they had never 
cuowiugly violated (ho law. There was 
good evideuce to believe that most of them 
tad endeavored lo conduct tbeir places 
>roperly. Nearly every alleged toper iu the 
owu was put on the stand, with a number 
of boys, aud from their testimony it appears 
that they obtain & great deal of liquor

Xheie is a remonstrance 
filed in this cise. The applicant ij Jacob M. 
Winder. It is not known what will be the 
outcome in the Doylestown canes.

PROTECTION FOR AMERICAN BIRDS. 


One evening some weeks ago the people of 


Bristol had the opporunily of hearing a de- 
lightful lecture by Dr. & C. Scbmucker, of 
the West Chester Normal School, in behalf of 
the Birds of America. The Hon. Amos J. 
Cummings, a distinguished member of Con- 
greis from New York, has also added his 
voice and exerted his influence toward the 
same end. In a speech in the House on the 
30th nit., upon a bill which had for one of 
its objects the protection of game and birds, 
Mr. Cummings said: 


I was a member ot* the House of Kepresenta- 


tlvea thirteen years ago this .-prlng. In April of 
that year the Capitol grounds and the uarkHof 
tills city were filled with robins, bobolinks and 
other KOIU.; birds. The swa^d below tlia pmzga of 
the House wing of the Gnpitol was dotted with 
Mmguterfl, the robins running In every direction 
for worms and Insects, and the trees alive with 
luugic. To-day It Is a rat ity to see a robin In tlie 
city of Washington, t heard two chirping on 
Capitol square early (n the spring. Two weeks 
ago 1 saw a robin on the xquare pecked to death 
by itiiigl'Hh Hparrowa. When I reached him he 
was lying with drooping head and outstretched 
wlutfs upon the grass In the park. Prom two to 
three hundred of these English sparrows sur- 
rounded blm, tormenting and attacking him. I 
took tbe bird Into the house and gave him a drop 
01' the heat braudy. It revived him and he flew 
to the back of a chair. A moment afterwards, 
however, I am sorry to tay, hit) heal began grad- 
ually to droop and he hnnily dropped Irom his 
perch to the carpet. Five minutes afterwards 
he gxsped for breath and died. On examination 
liuundone eye bloodshot, and discovered that 
the bird was terribly lacerated under the wings. 
The bills of the sparrows had pierced him to the 
vitals. Mow, If this bill will save the row robins 
and song blids now with us from the vicious at- 
tacks ol these English sparrows, 1 am most heart- 
ily In lavoroflt. 
Last summer I spent in the Sunquehanna vat- 
ley. Twelve years before this I had unrnmered 
In the same spot. The little yellow cherry bird 
was there then In profusion. The ground chippy 
darted under the fences and had its nest in the 
tall grass. The yellow-hammer was there undu- 
lating from tree to tree. The tapping ot the 
woodpecker was heard iri tint basswood and other 
trees, and Che twitter of the phcehe bird an t the 
plaintl've note of the pewit.

plover flew over the hills, and the kingfisher and 
the little tip-up were soon upon tbe shores of the 
river.

My Irlend from Iowa [Mr. LiacevJ says that the 
wild pi£uon is a bird of the past. 1 have not seen 
one on tlio wing for six years. As the correspond- 
ent of a great American newspaper I visited 
Forest county, Pu , twenty years ago to describe 
the last pigeon roost this side of the Mlasuslpil. 
The birds were nesting in the forest, covering 
the trees for twenty square miles, hundreds of 
Indians from the Mew York state reservations 
were theie, killing the birds and gathering the 
squabs. Sportsmen were netting them by the 
thousand, and pot hunters were sending great 
loadsof them to market. When a boy in Wayne 
county, Fa, I have Been nocks of these pigeons 
stretching across the sky fro'u daylight to night- 
tall headed for the West. I doubt whether to-day 
you could and on* in the whole of Wayne county. 
All have disappeared. The last roost in the 
United states was destroyed iu the tudUn Ter- 
ritory about twelve years ago. A wild pigeon Is 
now more scarce, North, Last. South and West, 
than a wild turkey. The prairie chickens have 
nearly Uivuppeared, and the Ameeican wood 
duck Is being rapidly exterminated. 11 it is pos- 
sible now to preserve any ol theee birds by legis- 
lation enacted by Congiet-s, it is our duty to pre- 
serve them by placing such laws on the statute 
books. 


The most of the states have laws tor the pro- 
tection of their birds, but desire Congressional 
legislation to make their laws effective. Last 
October I was in Florida. Twenty-live years ago 
I summered and wintered there. I spent years 
on the east coast. The sky was tilled with Im- 
mense flocks of wood ibis, gaunets, curlews of all 
colors, oyster birds, chuck-wlll's-widows, sheer- 
waters and sandpipers. The man-of-war hawk 
sailed in the upper sky, and long lines of pelicans 
trailed over the beach. There were immense 
Hocks of egrets and snowy heron-*, besloes the 
great blue and Louisiana herons and the roseate 
spoonbill curlew, now the raieat and the most 
beautiful bird in America. 1 he scream of the 
parakeet was heard at every turn, and gold- 
tlnches, mocking birds, itlnpkins, nonpareils, and 
myriads of songsters were seen everywhere. To- 
dai the parakeet uas almost entirely disappeared, 
the roseate spoonbill is rarely seen, and even the 
common sea gull is a prey to the gunner. The 
state Is doing its best now to protect them. A 
niHii who would kill a roseate spooublll curlew 
to-day Is liable to a Una of S25J. 
This slaughter has been made to gratify the 
vanity or the femalesex. Hats and bonnets huvo 
been decorated with their snowy plumes, and tun 
slaughter still continues and wilt continue until 
some Federal law, mortised in with state laws, 
prevents It. Our agricultural newspapers are 
n-led with articles showing that this ttanton 
destruction of the birds is working great Injury 
to the agricultural community. It has become a 
matter of serious concern to tiie farmer. The 
curcullu and other destructive tntects have their 
sweet will iu his orchard, and all Insects detri- 
mental to plant Hie are Increasing in number be- 
cause ol' this cruel, wanton and vicious destruc- 
tion of bird life. It does stein to me that it 
should be stopped, promptly and forever. 
I have recently seen an advertisement in a 


Philadelphia newspaper advertising pioposais 
tor the skins of 3o,uoo birds. Contracts have 
been made with men in the tittle state of Dela- 
ware to procure these skins. II these contracts 
are curried out 1 venture to say that .Delaware 
peaches will be scarcer than ever during the 
coining season. Years ago Delaware peaches 
weie In every American market at low prices.

After a full discussion the Senate on 


Monday passed the Naval Appropriation 
' bill. 
1'ractioally four'days were devoted to 


the consideration of the armor-plate proposi- 
tion, which was agreed tu finally as reported 
by tbti committee. Tbe Secretary of Ihe 
Navy is authorized to procure armor of the 
best quality at $446 per ton; but It be be 
unable lo obtain it at that price, he is then 
anthoriied lo pay (545 per ton for the armor 
for the battleships Kaine, Ohio and Mis- 
souri, and proceed to ereot an armor factory 
to cost not more than 14,000,000, one-half of 
which amount is made immediately availa- 
ble. The committee's proposition carried 
by avot« of 32 to 19. It has been reliably 
shown that the government has been swin- 
dled into paying exorbitant prices for 
armor. Expert testimony was adduced prov- 
ing that the irnpp process of hardening 
steel-was no secret, and not legitimately en- 
titled to a patent, and is a cheaper process 
than Hit Harveyized steel, although greater 
charges are demanded by the makers. A 


Congress on Birds. 


The House of Representatives has passed 


the bill introduced by Lnoey, of Iowa, en- 
larging the powers of the Department of 
Agriculture. It authorizes the secretary of 
agricultuie, in addition to other powers 
granted, to provide for the introduction and 
restoration of game, song, and insectivorous 
wild bird"; gives him ihe power to prevent 
Ihe introduction of undesirable foreign birds 
and animals, and prevents the killing of 
game in violation of State laws for concealed 
shipment to states where it can be sold in 
the open market. The bill is very likely to 
pass the S«nate and become a law, and will 
be the first law ever passed by Congress on 
this subject.

Council on Monday night received a com- 


munication from our wide-awake and highly 
esteemed Uurgess. Its lliemo was Ihe unde- 
Mi-able quality of the water furnished lo the 
people of Bristol by the Bristol Water Com- 
pany. 
Its reading was listened to by the 


assembled council with marked interest, uud 
at its close a moiion to refer the subject to 
the borough's attorney, Hon. B. F. Gilke- 
son, tor information us to the best methods 
lo secure Ihe desired end was unanimously 
adopted. The Burgess' letter is as follows : 


To the President and Members of Council of 


Bristol Borough: 


Gentlemen :—The object of the following 


communication is to call your attention to 
the fact that at various times in the past, 
and especially during last winter, the water 
supplied lo the citizens of this boi ough by 
the local water company was unfit for use. 


As this is a matter directly concerning 


the health and comfort of the people of Bris- 
tol, it seems right and proper that the bor- 
ough authorities should take some action-to 
wards securing a remedy. 


The rules paid for the use of water fur- 


nished by said water company are high, and 
the people who pay these extortionate rates 
lire entitled to have at all limes a plentiful 
supply of pure water, fit for any domestic 
purpose whatever, and not be compelled to 
draw Irom the hydrants a semi fluid O'im- 
pound, composed largely of washings fiom 
the barn yards and fertile farms of the Dela- 
ware valley, mixed wiih an equal quantity 
of those Iroui tho culm banks along the Le- 
higb. 


Every capitalist who places hia surplus 


earnings in a legitimate business enterprise is 
entitled to a fair return upon Ihe money so 
invested. 
This is true, whether he be the 


poor worningman who risks fifty or one 
fiundred dollars, or the millionaire who 
invests hundreds of thousands. 


Yet the managers of those corporations 


which enjoy valuable franchises for serving 
the public should understand that faithful, 
aud ealiifaclory service is Ihe first thing lo~ 
be considered. 
The paying of excessive 


dividends to shareholders, or the accumula- 
tion of a large surplus should be a secondary 
mnltor. 


Therefore, I recommend that your honor- 


able body take early action,-and bring this 
subject properly to Ihe attention of those 
ha/ing the direction of affairs iu the Bristol 
Water Company, and stiive to impress upon 
the minds of those gentlemen the advisa- 
bility, as well as necessity, of taking prompt 
measures to prevent a recurrence of the 
filthy condition of the water, whicji has been 
the cause of so mttcli complaint iu the past.

A CROWD IN THE STREET. 


GDI-Hint! at Urn Number and Watch- 


ing It« Wave Movement!. 


"I'stimnting tho size of a crowd is the 


hardest kind of guessing in the world," 
saiil an old citizen. 
"Nothing is more 


elastic, more compressible nnd more de- 
ceptive than n great throng. 
On two 


occasions, a street or square may appear 
to be packed to its capacity, nnd one 
would say roughly that about the same 
number of people were p-esunt each time. 
As n matter of fact there may have been 
a difference of several thousand. 
I am 


convinced from observation covering a 
nnmbiir of years that it is impossible for 
anj body standing on the level occupied 
by it crowd to form even an approximate- 
ly accurate estimate of its size. Such a 
spectator has no means of arriving at 
the density of the mass before him, and 
that is the vital point in the whole cal- 
culation. 


"The proper place from which to size 


up any great" gathering is as nearly as 
pobsible overhead—in other words, from 
the roof or upper windows of some ad- 
jacent tall building. 
It is only by look- 


ing down on crowds from a height that 
you can appreciate their great differ- 
ences. 
One will be full of lanes and 


passageways, with 
little open spaces 


hero and there, while in another the peo- 
ple will be standing shoulder to shoulder 
with almost military precision. 


"From above, too, the strange- wave 


movement which occurs in all crowds is 
clearly discernible, and It Is certainly n 
carious sight. A slight stir will be seen 
from some extreme corner. 
For a few 


seconds it will travel toward the center, 
exactly like a ripple over water, then 
suddenly it .will break and spread itself 
along three or four irregular paths, each 
ending in a crush which mui.t be entirely 
inexplicable to the people in the vicinity. 
Wliat causes these movements to take 
such eccentric routes through a throng 
is nt first blush a mystery, but I suppose 
it can he easily explained on the common 
principle of force moving in lines of the 
least resistance. Some chap on the out- 
skirts starts the thing by shouldering his 
neighbor, and the impulse is passed along, 
nlwnys by way of the weakest."—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat. 


A Carious Inaect. 


An insect that can count—at least up 


to six—is the curious discovery 
with 


which Lieutenant Colonel Delaunccy cf 
the French army credits himself. 
The 


creature is a hemipter, about an eighth of 
an inch long, and was seen in a garden of 
Noumea, New Caledonia, attention being 
attracted by its singular turning its own 
head as a pivot while resting on a banana 
leaf. 
After a pause of a quarter ot an 


hour the movements began again, when 
the observer was able to make the fol- 
lowing record: Six turns In the direction 
of the hands of the watch, then a stop; 
six turns in the opposite direction, a stop; 
five turns in the first direction, a stop; 
and so on in descending order until finally 
one turn was made in each direction. 
Then the insect stopped, remaining still 
Immovable at the end of an hour. Only 
two specimens of the insect n-ere found, 
and both were, unfortunately, lost. The 
mysterious counting was observed on 
only one occasion.

An Incident AUendlriar <tte fixeo* 


tlon at the Chicago Anarchist*. 
When the Chicago anarchists wore 


hanged, great preparations were made by 
Amos J. Cummings, then editor of the 
New York Evening Sun, to get the news 
ahead of the other evening newspapers. 
A direct wire ran from the jail iu Chica- 
go to The Evening Sun office, uud an 
alert operator was at each end of the 
wire. 
The form of the first page was 


made up and ready to print with the sin- 
gle exception of a line giving the time of 
the hanging. That line wns to be insert- 
,ed as soon as the-uews flashed from Chi- 
cago. Then the form would be locked, 
turned over to the stereotypcrs, who 
would make a matrix, stereotype the 
plates, rush them down to the presses, 
nnd in a minute or two more the papers 
would be in tbe bands of the newsboys 
on the street. 


About 10 o'clock in the morning, how- 


ever, a boy ru&hc'd into tbe office with a 
copy of an evening newspaper containing 
an alleged account of the banging of the 
anarchists. 


Cummings grabbed the paper from the 


boy aud rushed with it over to the opera- 
tor. 


"Look at that!" he cried. 
"They have uot been hanged," answer- 


ed the operator calmly. "I have this min- 
ute been talking over the wire to our man 
in the jail at Chicago, and he tells me 
they haven't yet left their cells for the 
scaffold." 


Then Cumrnings scanned the newspa- 


per more closely and realized that it had 
anticipated the news. He picked up a bit 
of copy paper and scribbled ou it these 
words: "Beware of bogus extras!" 


"Here," he said to one of the office 


boys. "Have u bulletin made of that and 
put it up in frout of the ofllce."
